The firm is tho largest in tho 
city, and, with the exception of two Chi­ 
cago houses, did the largest dry goods bus­ 
iness in the West.

papers, 
and 
they 
succeeded 
hi inducing both the t /cuing papers not to 
publish the accounts which they had pre­ 
pared of the disaster, and had secured the 
promise of the morning papers to do like­ 
wise, but the Associated Press dispatch 
Dom New York spoiled the arrangement, 
and the reading public of t>t Louis woil to­ 
morrow receive such a shock as they have 
not for some time experienced. 
Tho facts iu tho case, briefly summarized, 
are as follows: 
Doff I, Browne A C., who 
did business in a large warehouse on the 
corner of Fittii and *8t. Charles streets, 
have done a very large South aud fcouth-

James Richardson in Scribner for November, 
The complaint that machinery robs the 
laborer of b’s only capital is entirely un­ 
founded. Machinery never lessened the 
amount of work to bj done, though it has 
constantly changed the character of the 
work. The labor saving machinery em­ 
ployed in agriculture is almost entirely the 
product of the inventions of the past thirty 
years. 
J a co part of ’he world hrs the in­ 
troduction of such machinery been more 
genera' or more rapid than ’n the graiu- 
growiug Stales of the West. 
The result is 
shown ’n the census reports. 
During the 
ten years ending in 1809, the farm hands 
of those States Increased in number more 
thau 09 per cent. 
During the next ten, in 
pile of the hisses of the war, the increase 
was ab mu 39 per cent. 
During the same 
twenty years the population of ihecouutry 
as a whole increased only 07 per cent. 
When Walter Hunt invented his sew­ 
ing machine in 1838, his wife protested 
that it would throw all the sewing women 
out of employment, and persuaded him to 
suppress it. Howe’s and Singer’s and no 
end of other machines have come since 
then, and yet there is no woik for women 
lid o . Notwithstanding the thousands of 
family machines in use, the number of per­ 
sons earning a living with the sewing ma­

In noliog Pa influence upon la­ 
bor we must not forget the 20,000or more 
mechanics employed in our sewing m a­ 
chine factories, aud the thousands of others 
ugagcd 
in 
mining 
aud 
making 
the Iron, cutting aud sawing the lumber, 
and la transporting und preparing lhc9u 
raw mater' als for the mach'aes and their 
cc«cs; nor the men employ I la making 
the machinery used in the construction of 
ewing machines,and ;u transporting and 
elling the flatbed 
product. Counting 
these, the Invention appears ia Pi true 
light as a great creator ol labor ; and the 
average wages of the persons dir: oily or 
indirectly employed by the sewing ma­ 
chine Is doubtless four or five times that 
f the old-time sewers. 
It is but a little while since a metropoli­ 
an paper of high rank pointed to the shoe 
justness as furnishing a forcible il’ustra- 
iou of the disastrous competition of ma­ 
chinery with men. I he truth is, that while 
within twenty yr vrs not lees than 85 per 
cent. of 
the work done 
on 
factory 
boots 
and 
abo'’ 
bra 
been turned 
over 
to 
machinery, 
there 
are to-day more men ut work in .shoe-fai - 
tories tn a ^ h e u , and more than would 
now be cuffloyed except for machinery. 
It is but another ’’lustration of the old in- 
du st ria I paradox. 
During these ytprs ot 
rapid progress in invention, the cost of 
materials has advanced, wages have near­ 
ly doubitJ, and the quality of factory 
boots and shoes hr a been Improved 25 per 
cent; yet the C(a*' of manufacturing bps 
been so much reduced by new and improv­ 
ed ma'rhinery that American shoes have 
not only excluded the foreign made from 
our market, but have success.ally ’nvaded 
the markets of the whole world. 
As a 
natural c huh quince, many more shops are 
requ,red not oaly in England, hut through­ 
out the Middle M Dos and the* West; more* 
w. ok (him j r«: employed n shoe factories; 
higher w ages are paid; .aud a great multi­ 
tude* of oilier men are furnished with em ­ 
ployment in tanning the additional leather 
u id, in packing aud transporting and sell­ 
ing the additional pre Iud, and in making 
shoemakers’ machinery and implements.

From the port of 
Mew York alt me more than $1,500,000 
worth of sewing mt'chines were shipped 
last year, and during the first | dx months 
of this year $bO0,«fL worth of them were 
shipped. During the first six months of 
this year there were shipped lrotn New 
York $961,027 worth of reapers, $137,109 
worth ol plated ware, $120,000 worth of 
scales. The increase in the shipments of 
plated ware in two years has been 143 per 
cent.; of reapers, 50 per cent., aud of 
scales 57 per cent. The increase in the 
exports of other articles has been in the 
same proportion. The shipments of beef, 
cheese, butter, preserved meats, hops and 
cotton goods have all increased over 50 per 
cent, within two years; arid boots and 
sillies, leather goods, Iron implements and 
other articles of American manufacture 
haye increased in the same ratio.
